was one of the great judges in this district and in this 
Circuit. Judge Iland comrnented to me,when he tried to 

teli me how to argue a case in the Court of Appeals, 

Put it in Mother Goose language, that way we will under¬

If a r>an who is reputed to have one of the 
largest vocabularies cf any Ehglish-speaking person can 
say something like that, then I feel it appropriate to 
try and put a charge in Mothcr Goose language so that the 
jury will understand it.

L'y tlie defendant is for the defendant's reniand and tho

flP ROSEMBERG: If ycur Honor please, in my

MR. ROSENBERG: Can we get a date on this? 

Q Do you kncw the ronth it would havc beor.? 

A Most likely August. 

Q Of 1971? 

A Yes. The latter part of July, the first week 

v 

of August, somewhere in that period. 

Q When you met with Georgie, was anyone else prese: 


with you other than you and Georgie? 
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A No one else other 4han Georgie and myself. 

Q What did you say, what did he say? 

A I just paid him for the other narcotics and he 
asked me how everything was going, things to that effect, 
and he was mad because I was late because we had a mixup 
in the time and I got the narcotics and my friend and I 
we went back to Washington. 

Q After you returned to D.C., where did you go? 

A I went to my apartment after dropping my friend 

off and waited until the next morning and went to an 
apartment a short distance from my house to a friend of 
mind named Folks. 

Q Who else was present at Folks' apartment and 
yourself? 

A Warren, Folks, and myself. 

Q What did you do there? 

A We cut up the narcotics to get it ready to 

sali. 

Q Mr. Dawson, you have describea several trar.s- 

actions to us. Did you profit from these transactions? 

A Yes, we did. 

Q Do you know how much money you made on each 

transaction? 

A I could never give a definite amount that was 
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made on the narcotics. The only thing I could say, wc 
lived good. I have a large family, I took care of my 
family good, much better than I would if I had been a 
working — 

MR. SIEGEL: Objection. 

THE COURT: I will sustain that question. 

Q Do you know precisely how much you received? 

Did you keep books and records how much you made? 

A No. 

Q Did you just spend it as you went along? 

A Yes, sir. 

Q After the meeting you just described, did there 

come a time when you and this person Folks that you just 
introduced us to, did there come a time when you went to 
New York? 


A Yes. 

Q Approximately when would this be? 

A It would have been a woek to ten days fo! 

this meeting, the last meeting. 

Q Where did you go? 

A . Co-op City. 

Q Who was present on this occasion? 

A Folks, Georgie, Harry, John and myself. 

Q Who was Harry and John? 
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A They wcre two fellows that were introduced to 
me as Georgie's cousins. 

Q Did you have a conversation at that time? 

A Yes, I did. 

Q Can you teli us about that conversation? 

A Georgie said that he had brought them because 

it wasn't goir.g to be too long before he would be going 
away and Harry would be taking his place and that he was 
to treat me the same as he had and if I ever wanted any 
messages or anything, that Harry would relay them to his 
mother and that he would get them and — they would just 
treat me the same as he did. 

Q You said Georgie was going away, where was he 

going, do you know? 

A To jail. 

Q Did you obtain any narcotics on this occasion? 

A Yes. 

Q How much? 

A It would have been a half to three-quarters. 

Q Did you pay for the half kilogram that you had 

received on the previous occasion? 

A Yes. 

Q About how much did you pay for it? 

A About $18,000, I guess, something in that area. 
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$12 to $13,000, according to the strength of it. 

Q There were varying prices? 

A Yes, sir. 

Q Where did you get the money that you paid for 

the narcotics? 

A From the sale of the previous narcotics. 

Q Who did you get it from in ir.ost case:.? 

A Warren, Folks and myself. 

Q Did you make any arrangements with Harry at this 

time as to how you would meet him? 

A Yes. We would meet at the same place and he 

would just call me and say come on over, let's have a 
drink, and I knew that meant to meet him there that 
night. 

Q After that, did Harry call you and say — 


A Yes.

What did he say? 

He said come on over to have a drink ar.d Folks, 


Warren and myself, the two of us would come up and meet. 
At that time Warren hadn't met Harry. 

Q . After you first met him, you say you received 

a phone call? 

A Yes.

Q Who else was present on this occasion? 

A Warren and myself, Harry and John. 

Q This is Warren Robinson? 

A Yes. 

Q What was said on this occasion? 

A I introduced Warren to Harry. I introduceu 

him as Alan. 

Q Was there further conversation? 

A We just talked about the drugs as usual, things 

to that effect, and we would never take over five minutes. 
' Q Did you receive a package at that time? 

A Yes. 

Q How much? 

A It would have been a half to three-quarters. 

Q A half to three-quarters of a kilogram? 

A Yes. 

Q Did you pay fer the narcotica you previously 

received? 

A Yes. 

Q That would be about the same rate you paid for 

the previous bateh? 

A Yes, right. 

Q After that, did Harry call you again? 
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Q Was that to be at the sanie location that you 
previously met him?

Q And you paid for the narcotics you received on 
the previous occasion? 

A Yes. 

Q After you received the narcotics, where did 


you go? 

A Back to Washington. 

Q At this time, did you make any arrangemants v/ith 

Harry about subsequent meetings? 

A Yes, he said that he wanted to change the meet- 

ing place. He wanted to move the meeting place over in 
Jersey. 
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Q Where in New Jersey? 

A At a Howard Johnson's, after you come out past 
the pay station on the Turnpike,the last pay station. 

Q After you received the narcotics on this occasion, 
did you return to D.C.? 

A Yes, sir. 

Q What did you do v.*hen you got there? 

A We went to Folks' apartment and cut it up. 

Q Who else was present? 

A Warren Folks and myself. 

Q After you cut it up, what did you do? 

A K Sold them. , ; r..or. 

Q Ali three? 

i 

A Yes. 

Q After that, did you go to the Howard Johnson's 
in New Jersey and meet Harry? 

A Yes. 

Q Approxinately when was this? 

A Some time in September. 

Q VJhat happened when you got there? 

A They were there before we were and I just parked 
the car on the side of their car and went inside and had 
something to eat, Harry, John, Warren and myself. 

Q Did you have a discussion? 
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A Yes, sir. 

Q What was said? 

A Concerning the narcotics, and we vero telling 

them how it went and things to that effect and when we 
finished eating, we went outside, passed them the money 
and went back to Washington. 

Q How r.uch narcotics did you receive on that 
occasion? 

A At that tine we started getting a kilo. 

Q Did you pay for the narcotics you had reccived 

on a previous occasion? 

A Yes. 

Q After the neeting with Harrv that you just 
described, did there come a time when you saw Georgie again? 

A Yes, sir. 

Q About when was that in relation to your last 
meeting with Ceorgie? 

A That would havc been sone tine in September, 

the first cf October, some time the .firstof October. 

Q Where did you sce hin? 

A I got a call saying to come over and have a drink 

at the old place, and I went up to the Town & Country, 
met Georgie and Harry, John and some othor fellow that I 
can't identifv. 
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Q This time what did Georgie say and what did you 

say? 

A He said he was fixing to go away and he wants 
to see me before he lcft. He said that Harry thcn v;ould 
take caro of me and that if I wanted to get out of the 
business, that whcn he came horne that Harry was going to

Q Approximately when did that meeting take place? 

A It would have been a week to ten days following 
the last meeting. 

Q Who else was present on that occasion?

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A We just sit down, eat and talk about the nar- 
cotics and received the package fron them and I give thcm 
the money and we leave. 

0 At that time did you pay him for the three- 
quarters of the kilogram you previously purchased?

Q iiow much vere you paying for a kilo at that time 

A At that time it was costing about 32 or 34 
thousand. 

Q After that did you return to D.C.?

A V7ent to Folks' apartment and we split up the 
narcotics and distributed it. 

Q ’Ir. Davson, did there come a tine vhen vou stopo 
coming up to New Jersey? 

A Yes, sir. 

Q IIow did that happen? 

A Well, I had been telling him ali the time that 
I was going to get out, that I didn't want any more parts 
of it, and Folks and Warren started coming up there and 
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they would cone up on a Saturday morning. 

MR. LEIGHTON: I would object to that, your

THE COURT: P.ead it back, please. 

(Answer read.) 

THE COURT: I will let it stand. Let's find out 
v/hat he knows about it. 

Q After V/arren and Folks returned, did you see ther 

A .Yes, Folks would call me when I get back and I 

would meet hin at Folks' apartment and we would go through 
the same routine as before.

Q Did you make any arrangements at that time? 

A Yes. 

Q What arrangements did you make? 

A He said that he would call me. 

Q And you returned to D.C.?

Q Af t®r that, did he call you? 
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A He said a million dollars, and he said a very 
small. amount of it was his, but that he had got a new 
connection and that he would be able to supply us again. 

0 The last meeting you told us about at Howard 

Johnson's, where did the transfer of the narcotics take 
place, was it at the Howard Johnson's? 

A do, sir. It was — I talked to Harry in the 

Howard Johnson and when we got through, he told me to follow 

him down the highway, which would have bcen in the area of 
maybe two or three blocks. Ifs a drop-off where you can go 
down under and come back over on the other side of the 
highway, and it's a bar under there, and we pulled up 
underneath this little -- it would bethe highway, I gucss, 
that went over the top of the bar, and we started talking 
and a short time later, I saw this stationwagon pull up 
in the back and he told me that was a friend of his. 

0 Can you describe that stationwagon for us? 

A I can't ronenber the color, but it had paint on 

it and ladders on the top of it. 

Q Uhat happened after that stationwagon pulled up?

Harry sonenoney, did you again receive a call fron Harry?

The neeting you told us about, prior to that you told us 
you paid Harry some noney.

Q After that neeting, did you again receive a call

THE COURT: I thinkv;e had a date befbre.

A That was the mceting before I carried him the 
money back. 

Q Approximately when did that occur? 

A The meeting under the --

Q That was some time in the latter part of Januarv, 

first of February, in that area. 

Q Then you delivered the money after that? 

A Yes, sir.

Q After you delivered the noney, did you again 
hear from Harry? .... 

A Yes, sir. 

Q What did he say? 

A It was some time in March, 7 received a phono 
call from VJarren at mv daughter's house saying that Harry 
had callod and he v/as going to call back and T told him 
to give him the number at my daughter's house. 

Q Thereafter you spoke to Harry? 

A Yes, sir. 

Q V7hat did he say? 

A He told me to come over and have a drink. 

Q After that, what did you do? 
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A We went to the Howard Johnson's in New Jersey. 

Q When you say "we," whom are you referring to, 
Mr. Dawson? 

A Warren and I. 

Q On that occasion, what was said? 

A We talked,and he told ne - „ e owed him $16 , 000 

and he aaid that the length of tine ifs been, tineo „e 

have secn hin, that he knew „e probably apent the money, 

that he had a new connection where he could get ali the 

narcotica that he wanta we would be able to get whatever 
we wanted to get. 

0 How nuch narcotica did you'get on that occaaion; 

A I can't be precise with the anount. I know it 

waa a large sun. it waa more than „e have had. Two 
kilos or two and a half. 

Q What price were you paying per kilo at the tine? 

A $37,000. 

Q Mr. Dawaon, have you told us about everytine you 
came to New Jersey? 

MR. SIEGAL: Objection, your Honor.

Q After the occasion upon which you receivec! v;hat 
you bclieve to be more thnn two kilograms of narcotics, 
did you have a discus sion with Warren Robinson about 
paying for these narcotics? 

A Yes. I told him that I was going to Memphis 

and he wns going to havo to pav the anount that \v\ns owed 
plus the $16,000. 

Q Where did this conversation take place? 

A At Warren's store. We talked about it all the 
time until I got ready to leave.

0 What did he say? 

A On that occasion, we sold quite a bit of nar¬ 
cotics before we ever left New York. He said that he had 
someone that was waiting at a hotel, that he could sell 
some of the narcotics to, and he did. The or.lv thing I coulc 
see was when the money came back and we took the rnst of the 
narcotics and went to Washington, and Harry got that money, 
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and I went horne to Memphis.
